Why the elevators 
should be closed up at the busiest sea- 
son of the year, or, in some cases, 
even superannuated permanently, was 
not explained by Mr. McCuaig. His 
official knowledge in this respect ‘did 
not extend beyond Carroll and Rivers, 
where he stated the elevators had heen 
closed for lack of business. As no 
statistics regarding this year’s busi- 
ness were available at the offices of 
the commission, this is not surprising. 
The chairman, however, pointed out 
that the pressure on the clerical staff, 
due to the great increase of business, 
had precluded their compilation for 
some time. - 

With regard to the detailed business 
of the receiving elevators, Mr. Me- 
Cuaig stated that, although many ap- 
plications had been received for the 
appointment of street buyers, the com- 
mission had not been able to accomp- 
lish much in this direction, capable 
‘buyers not being easy to obtain. He 
affirmed, however, that wherever the 
commission could appoint a buyer it 
had done so. 

With reference to the complaints of 
shortages, many of which had been re- 
ceived during the 1910 season, the 
chairman of the commission admitted 
that there had been a slight increase 
in the number, but he attributed this 
to the great increase in business.

When ‘he arrived 
at the Pope domicile, somewhat dis- 
hevelled and wiping the perspiration 
from his brow, one of the members of 
the family, thinking the aged indivi- 
dual was a book agent, declined for 
some time to call Mr, Pope down- 
staira. Finally the old gentleman, 
feeling the chill of the hostile recep- 
tion, said, “Oh, don’t trouble Mr. 
Pope if he is busy, but say to him 
when it is convenient that Sir John 
Abbott called.’"—Saturday Night. 


A Reverend License Inspector. 


No man was more surprised than 
himself when Rev. John Ayearst, who 
has resigned as Provincial License In- 
spector in Ontario, was offered the 
appointment in 1905. Rev. Mr. Ayearst 
was then in charge of a Methodist 
congregation in Western Ontario, and 
was on one of his visits to “stiffen 
the back’’ of Hon. W. J. Hanna, who 
had announced when appointed Pro- 
vincial Secretary that Ontario Boni- 
faces would be made ‘‘keep hotel.” 
For years Mr. Ayearst has been an 
ardent temperance advocate, and the 
enforcement of the liquor license law 
as he thought it should be, was the 
great thing for which he strove. Time 
aftr time he called upon Mr. Hanna 
concerning this matter. 

“Now see here, AYearst,’’ Hon, Mr. 
Hanna is reported to have said. ‘Just 
gi yourself.” 

r. Ayearst never dreamed of such 


a minute. A Methodist minister as a 
license inspector was something new 
for him. But it was up to him. ‘What 
could I do,” Mr. Ayearst said in re- 
lating the incident to a friend. He 
took Mr. Hanna at his word, and for 
the last six years he has been goin 
up and down Ontario from Comal 
to Kenora, prosecuting illicit sellers of 
liquor and hotelkeepers whom he 
caught selling in local option dis- 
tricts. Regarding his position as 
something akin to detectives, he call- 
ed in alt hia photographs. A like- 
ness of John Ayearst is about as 
scarce as hens’ teeth. 

He now goes to Edmonton at an 
increased salary to carry on similar 
work. 


A Lucky Discovery. 

Bince the appointment of Hon. 
W. T. White to the Ministry of Fin- 
ance it has been asked :{ Sir John 
Thompson had any Parliamentary ex- 
perience when made Minister of Jus- 
tice by Sir John Macdonald, in Sep- 
tember, 1885. He had, but not at 
Ottawa, He was first elected to the 
Nova Bootia Legislature at a_bye- 
election in 1877, and re-elected by 
acclamation at the general election 
of, 1878. The Liberal Government, 
under Hill, being defeated, a new one 
was formed under Holmes, with 
Thompson as Attorney-General. In 
May, 1882, he became Premier, was 
defeated at a general election in June 
and resigned in July. ‘te was im- 
mediately made a judge of the 8u- 
preme Court of Nova Scotia. 

In the autumn of 1885, Sir John 
Macdonald brought three new men 
into his Cabinet, Thomas White, Geo. 
E Foster, and John 8. D. Thompson. 
The two former were members of the 
| House of Commons. Thompson was 
‘not a member and had not even met 
Sir John Macdonald. He was entire- 
ly unknown in a national sense and 
his appointment was a great surprise. 
Sir John Macdonald, however, needed 
a Nova Scotian successor for Sir 
Charles Tupper, and selected Thomp- 
son on his reputation. He aliaveurla 
seid, “The great discovery of my life 
was’ the discovery of Thompson.” 


Welfare of the Child.

Of late years the blind have accom- 
plished many things which have 
aroused the admiration of the world, 
and provide striking testimony to the 
$a Bagge of the training of those suf- 
ering from that greatest of afflic- 
tions, loss of sight. The recent feat, 
however, of Maurice J Meyers, the 
blind shorthand writer and typist of 
the Birmingham Royal Institute for 
the Blind, stands out as one of the 
most extraordinary on record. He at- 
tended a recent conference on the 
treatment of the blind at Exeter as of- 
ficial stenographer and recorded all 
the discussions on the various papers. 
The conference lasted for five days 
and Mr. Meyes’ notes, which were 
recorded on a narrow strip of paper, 
with which the embossed shorthand 
typewriter for the blind which Mr, 
Meyers used was fitted, extended to 
a length of two and a quarter miles. 

Mr. Meyers, who can take notes at 
a speed of 158 words a minute, him- 
self helped to formulate the sen 
ham system of embossed shorthand.
